“We and ‘our allies accepted the 
proposals and sent delegates to Brest+

with Russia remained. aloof. 

“ The course} pt Cif ipegotiations is 
known to you. You remember the end- 
less speeches which ‘were intended not 
so. much for the delegates there as- 
sembled as for the public at large, and 
which caused the desired goal of an 
understanding to recede-into the dis- 
tance. You remember the repeated in- 
terruptions; the rupture and the re- 
sumption of negptiations. The point 
had been reached’ where ‘yes’ or ‘no’ 

had to.be said, and on March 3 peace 
wus concluded. at. .Brest-Litovsk. On 
March 16 it was ratifieq by a competent 
assémbly~at Moscow. 

“If in. the telegram from Washing-

“‘As it well. known,’’ he continued, .“‘ it 
was the proclamation of the two Em- 
perors. on Nov. \5; 1916,° which pro- 
claimed to.all the world that country’s 
independence. It follows, therefore, that 
the. further shaping of the new State 
can-only take place on the standpoint of 
negotiations between Germany and. Aus- 
tria-Hungary on the one hand and Po- 
land on the other hand... 

‘Suggestions for shaping our ¢uture 
relationship recently reached the Gov- 
ernment and members of' the Reichstag 
from political. circles in Poland. We 
will gladly examine whether and how 
far they can be reconciled with the 
aims, pursued by the two Governments, 
namely, permanently to live in good, 
neighborly relations: with the newly 
arisen State, with the safeguarding of 
our interests.” . 

Deputy Fehrenbach of the Centrist 
Party expressed regret that help” had 
not been given Finland by Sweden,“ as 
German action apparently had failed ‘to 
meet with complete approval in Sweden. 
Germany, he said, only aimed at 
clearing Finland of Bolshevist bands, 
and when this was accomplished the 
German forces undoubtedly would be 
withdrawn from Finland. 

Deputy Fehrenbach argued that “the 
Poles should unequivocally recognize 
the integrity. of the German Empire, 
while the Germans for their part would 
renounce all plans of annexation. ' He 
added: 

“We regard the right: of peoples to 
self-determination as a point of honor 
and as 2 criterion for the honest policy 
of Germany before the war.”’ 


David Denounces “Peace by Force.” 

Dr. Edouard David, Majority Social- 
ist, denounced the Brest-Litovsk peace 
as not a peace by understanding, but 
an unvarnished peace by force, adding: 

“Not only did the Bolsheviki capitu- 
late, but “our: diplomatists capitulated 
to the militarist ‘ideas: of might. -Gen- 
eral Hoffmann cast ‘the victors” seared 
into the scafe. 

‘This peace has evoked Atsdatistes: 
tion among the widest circles in the 
German nation and has shaken the. con- 
fidence in the honesty of the German 
policy. Reference to Brest-Litovsk _re- 
presses all peace feeling in France and 
Great Britain. The Entente already. is 
at work again welding together. the 
broken ring in the East. 

“ Our main object—the internal disso- 
lution of the enemy coalition—has not 
been attained, but: has been made more 
difficult.”’ 

“Referring “to the Chanoctier’s re-° 
peated declarations in favor of self- 
determination, Dr. David said: 

‘““"We must have guarantees that the 
Government’s acts correspond with its 
words. The military party wants to 
bottle up the Poles in the east and to 
carry our big annéxations in the west 
-under the watchword of military se- 
curity.” 

After ‘criticising in detail all the ar- 
rangements with the border provinces, 
Dr. David said: 

‘We risk getting into the sharpest 
¢/ antagonism with public feeling all along 
the line. The entire eastern region will 
then be converted into one smouldering. 
furnace. These eastern border regions 
can only be won by a peace of concilia- 
tion.” 

The‘ Reichstag then adjourned until 
Tuesday. °

COBLENZ DEAD PUT AT 50

LONDON, Marchi ‘19.—Two hundred 
and fifty-five flighte «mto Germany 
have ‘been carried out by British avi- 
ators, and only ten machines have been 
lost in these operations, James Ian Mac- 
pherson, Parliamentary Secretary of the 
War Office, announced in answer toa 
question in- the House of Commons to- 
day regarding the results of recent air 
raids into German territory. 

More than a ton of bombs were 
dropped on Mannheim March 18, he said, 
and bere direct hits had been obtained 
on the. he Sogatabrik there. The. 
British raidérs,,weré. attacked by “an. 
enemy formation, and two of the-enemy 
machines were. downed, the others being 
driver off, All the British feturned. “ 

The 235 .-flights, Mr. Macpherson ex- 
| plained, : constituted thirty-eight raids 
intoGermany, all since October. Theavia- 


ters droppe.i forty-eight tons of bombs. 


They had to.surmount the difficulties 
presented by ffost, snow, gales, and 
heavy mist, which often prevented them, 
from seeing the Gerfnan ironworks and 
factories ‘which they were to -attack. 
Most of the raids were carried out in 
daylight.. 

The number of these ‘expeditions and 
thé: quantities of explosives dropped, 
Mr.. Macpherson said, were increasing 
steadily. Photographs which had: been 
taken showed beyond doubt the accu- 
racy of the reports.made. The attacks 
were .concentrated on chients of mili- 
tary importance, , 

Mr. Macpherson also said that there 
had keen a steady increase in the 
strength of the enemy’s aircraft de- 
fenses.

By attacking in daylight, Mr. Mac- 
pherson said, it had.been possible to 
concéntrate' upon objects of actual mili-_ 
tary importance. During the night raids’ 
British machines had descended to low 
altitudes and fired at searchlights, 
trains, and railway stations. On other 
occasions the British airmen attacked 
enemy machines drawn up in airdromes 
preparatory to making bombing raids 
into France.

Tells Headquarters Officers They 
Have ‘Measured Up to - 
Their Task. — 


HEADQUARTERS oF THE AMERI- 
CAN EXPEDITIONARY FORCES IN 
FRANCE, March 18, (Associated Press.)‘ 
—Concluding ‘his ‘journey along the 
American lines of cominunication, Secre- 
tary of War Baker awoke this morning 
at General.

STOLE DUTCH SUBMARINE. 


Germans Killed Guard and "Seized 
the Craft at Batavia. 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 19.—A sub- 
marine of the Dutch Navy was cap- 
tured at Batavia by sailors from the 
interned German, steamer Graf von 
Luttwitz, who succeeded in evading the. 
marine patrol and putting to sea with 
their prize last January, according to 
Fritz von Ebelshon, an employe of the 
Dutch East Indian Government in Su- 
matra, who is in San Francisco today 
on the way to Holland. 

As the news regarding the capture of 
the undersea boat was rigorously 
censored by the Dutch officials, it was 
never ascertained by the .colonists 
whether the submarine was retaken. . 

“This submarine wag sent out be the 
Royal Government for patrol duty ek 
East Indian waters,"" said von 
shon. ‘One night, during the n Ebel 
of the, crew at a reception. tendered 4 
colonists, when only an anchor wate! 
was left aboard the submarine, sailors 
from the interned German merchant 
steamer Graf von Luttwitz rowed 
alongside, boarded the submarine, and, 
after a fight in which a Dutch guard 
was led, took possession of the 
vessel, 

‘“‘“When the loss of the submarine 
was learned two Dutch cruisers as well 
as several allied veasels started in pur- 
suit, bat whether the submarine was 
recaptured we never ve never learned.”

Executive Order in 
Council; a device explained -in last 
Sunday’s, Times.: The advance was 
allowed to all:roads’ but’ the Canadian 
Pacific. Its profits were reduced ‘by 
specific taxation applied’ to. that road 
alone by name. According to the offi- 
cial otatement, under the ‘War Meas- 
ures act, “ all increased net revenue 
“to the Canadian Pacific from and. 
“after Jan. 1, 1918, over the revenue 
“ of..1917, that arises by. the increase 
“in rates shall be gaid by the com- 
“ pany in the form of taxation to the 
Dominjon Government,'* * * levied 
on the basis of 50. per cent. of all 
net earnings over and above the 
“amount required to pay 7 ‘per cent. 
“on their common stock alone. ” That 
applies to. the railway operating 
profits. Other revenues from lands, 
hotels, steamships, telegraphs, must 
pay income ‘wer tax, which" is 25 per 
cent."on $100,000. 
That is not very different from the 
result reached by ‘us in a different 
way. The excéption of the weaker 
roads from the tax’ on. the ‘Canadian 
Pacific’s prosperity is: ar admission 
that their income will not be increased 
by the increased rates. beyond a fair 
allowance to capital. The opportunity 
is not availed of to enlarge the, Domin- 
ion’s dubjous position regarding publi¢ 
ownership, for all roads are left un- 
disturbed respecting their operation. 
The Canadian Pactfic’s 10 per cent. is 
rather -fortified,. as.is.that of our 
Unton Pacific, with the difference.that 
the Goyernment is rather more exact- 
ing regarding Canadian Pacific's inci- 
dental profits ‘than is our arrangement:

mum rates that may be paid. Deposits 
are divided into three classes: . First, 
domand deposits of cbrrespondent com- 
mercial -banks; second, deposits of 
mutual savings institutions, and deposits 
of individuals, business concerns, and 
corporations; and third, time deposits 
of whatever character. 

The maximum im the first class is 3 
per cent., although a sliding scale, 
based: on the Federal Reserve Bank’s 
ninety-day diScount rate, is provided for 
Three per. cent. is also the maximum 
for the second class, while 344 per cent. 
The 
sliding scale ~~ applies only to in- 
terest paid on deposits of commercial 
banking correspondents and to Dauner, 
while the maximum for the second and 
third classes is definitely fixed.

has violated the provisions of this section 
shall report their findings to the associa- 
tion, and ‘f. approved by a majority vote 
of all the members of the association the 
offending member or’ nonmember shall be 
fined five thousand ($5,000) dollars.

Only Maximum Rates Fixed, 
Walter E. Frew, President of the Corn 
Exchange Bank, Chairman of the Clear- 
ing House Committee, which drew the 
amendment, said yesterday that the 
committee desired to call attention par- 
ticularly to the fact that the text speci- 


fied the maximum rates. banks were 
allowed to pay, but did not compel the 
payment of the maximum rates. ‘‘ The 
amendment,’’ he said, ‘‘ complies with 
the suegeetion of the Federal Reserve 
Board, that the interest rates allowed 
should be based upon the discount rates 
fixed by the Federal Reserve Bank,- and 
further complies with their expressed 
views of the two objects of the Federal 
Reserve Board: First, to bring about 
a cessation of competitive bidding for 
deposits; and, second, to reduce to a 
conservative level interest rates which, 
under prevailing conditions, have been, 
in. its opinion, unduly advanced. The 
committee believes that the proposed 
amendment will accomplish these results 
and tend to reduce competition with the 
Government in financing the war.” 

The Clearing House Committee also 
made, public a_ letter that Governor 
Hardi of the Federal Reserve Board 
had written to Mr. Frew approving the 
action taken. The letter, in part, fol- 
lows: 

The pr d t to your by- 
laws has —_ comndered by tae. Federal 
Reserve Board, and while the board re- 
Brets that it has not. proved practicable 
to reach an agreement providing for an 
interest schedule based on a maximum of 
2 per cent. for pank - balances, it appreci- 
ates the difficulties which have been in 
the way of reaching such an agreement. 
The board ginderstands that no bank or 
trust couple will be obltane to increase 

lower exreting rates, but that the 
roposed are maximum rates to 
eel. -any higher rates now obtain- 
ing must be reduced, and it is gratified to 
know that the plan woposed will, if 
adopted, materially: reduce the average 
rates of interest now being paid by banks 
and trust companjes on the Farious classes 
of accounts; namiely, bank balances, open 
certificates of deposit payable 
on demand, and time deposits and certifi- 
cates. . 
' A Revision Downward. 


The schedyle therefore is a _ revision 
downward instead of upward, and while 
the board fears that unless thoroughly ex- 
plained and understood its adoption may 
Tesult in an advance of rates by some of 
the interior banks, it feels that a distinct 

gain has been made in the promotion of a 
Spirit ef harmony end unanimity among 
the New York City institutions which 
ought to be instrumental ig preventing 
any runaway competition throughout the 
country, which the board will use every 
effort to forestall. 

In view of all the circumstances, there- 
fore, the board wil] make no objection to 
the_revised plan proposed, and it sincerely 
hopes that your committee’s view of the 
results will prove correct.
